MATION OR GUIDANCE REQUIRED. 

A. TRIDENT BASE (EUR/CAN: KRUSE OR CLEMENT AND OES/SCI/AE: 
KRATZER) 

(1) IN VIEW OF RECENT NUCLEAR ACCIDENT AT HANFORD NUCLEAR 
POWER STATION, DOES U.S. PLAN TO CONTINUE DEVELOPMENT TRIDENT 
FIRST STRIKE NUCLEAR SUBMARINE BASE AT BANGOR, WASHINGTON? 

(2) WHY DID U.S. PLAN THIS BASE WHOSE SUBMARINES WILL 
PASS THROUGH CANADIAN TERRITORIAL WATERS IN THE STRAIT 
OF JUAN DE FUCA WITHOUT CONSULTING CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 
OR THE CANADIAN PEOPLE?
